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INTRODUCTION 


This  publication  contains  brief  summaries  of  legislation 
affecting  local  government,  enacted  during  the  157th  and  158th 
regular  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly.  A  total  of  206  Acts, 
a  proposed  Constitutional  amendment  and  a  reorganization  plan 
having  the  effect  of  law  are  reported  as  being  of  sufficient 
interest  to  Pennsylvania's  communities. 

The  1973  and  1974  legislative  years  saw  enactment  of  a 
large  volume  of  legislation  which  represented  major  changes  in 
the  roles  and  procedures  of  local  and  State  governments.  This 
publication  includes  on  page  vii  a  separate  table  of  contents 
of  selected  legislation  of  special  significance. 

ACTS  AFFECTING  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT,  1973-74  is  divided  into 
eleven  topics.  The  units  of  local  government  which  each  Act 
affects  generally  are  included  in  its  title.  If  an  Act  does 
not  specifically  affect  any  particular  unit  of  local  government 
but  is  of  general  interest,  it  has  been  assigned  a  heading 
which  reflects  its  contents. 

Acts  are  grouped  within  each  major  topic  area  according 
to  sub-topics  representing  more  specific  aspects  of  the  major 
topic.  Within  the  sub- topics.  Acts  are  generally  arranged 
according  to  the  local  government  units  affected  in  the 
following  order:  Several  units  of  local  government,  cities 
by  class,  boroughs,  incorporated  towns,  townships  by  class, 
counties  by  class,  authorities,  institution  districts  and 
school  districts,  followed  by  Acts  of  general  interest.  In 
some  instances,  the  established  order  has  been  abandoned  in 
order  to  maintain  rational  grouping  of  Acts  pertaining  to  the 
same  subject  or  to  emphasize  Acts  of  particular  interest. 

As  a  matter  of  convenience,  the  date  of  approval  by  the 
Governor  and  the  effective  date  of  each  Act  are  included 
within  the  basic  information  presented  about  each  Act.  The 
effective  date  listed  is  based  upon  the  Department's  inter¬ 
pretation  of  the  Statutory  Construction  Act  of  1972,  P.L. 

1339,  No.  290,  Title  I,  Part  V,  Chapter  17  of  the  Pennsylvnaia 
Consolidated  Statutes  (46  P.S.  1701-4). 
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The  citations  (P.S.)  appearing  after  the  snyopses  of 
Acts  in  this  publication  are  to  Purdon's  Pennsylvania  Statutes 
Annotated,  published  and  copyrighted  by  the  West  Publishing 
Company,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  The  citations  are  included  in 
ACTS  AFFECTING  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT,  1973-74  primarily  to  save 
time  for  local  government  officials  and  others  who  have  access 
to  Purdon's  Statutes  and  who  wish  to  read  the  texts  of 
particular  Acts.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  cooperation 
and  assistance  of  the  West  Publishing  Company;  the  editor  of 
the  ACTS  AFFECTING  LOCAL  GOVERNMENTS,  1973-74,  however,  assumes 
responsibility  for  any  errors  which  may  appear  in  these  citations.

The  statutes  chosen  include  those  by  which 
the  Commonwealth  and  its  local  governments  have  been  led  into 
new  areas  of  activities  or  new  practices  and  procedures, 
either  through  the  enactment  of  new  legislation  or  by  greatly 
expanded  concepts  of  older  laws.

a.  Assessment  Procedures 


Counties

Counties 

A  new  Act,  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Farmland  and  Forest 
Land  Assessment  Act  of  1974. 

Prescribes  the  procedure  under  which  an  owner  may 
have  land  devoted  to  agricultural  use,  agricultural 
reserve  use,  or  forest  reserve  use  valued  for  tax 
purposes  at  the  value  it  has  for  such  uses;  requires 
that  eligible  land  be  at  least  ten  contiguous  acres  in 
area  and,  in  the  case  of  land  devoted  to  agricultural 
use,  have  been  devoted  to  such  use  the  preceding  three 
years;  declares  land  devoted  to  agricultural  use  which 
has  an  anticipated  yearly  gross  income  of  $2,000 
eligible  regardless  of  area;  declares  ineligible  a  tract 
of  land  which  is  less  than  the  entire  contiguous  area 
used  by  the  owner  for  agricultural  or  forest  reserve 
purposes;  requires  the  county  board  for  assessment  appeals 
to  accept  and  process  applications  for  preferential 
assessment,  using  uniform  application  forms  developed  by 
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the  Department  of  Agriculture;  provides  for  the  prefer¬ 
ential  assessment  to  continue  under  the  original  applica¬ 
tion  until  a  land  use  change  takes  place;  requires  the 
applicant  to  agree  to  submit  thirty  days  notice  to  the 
county  assessor  of  a  proposed  change  in  the  use  of  the 
land,  a  split-off  of  a  portion  of  the  land  or  a  con¬ 
veyance  of  the  land;  outlines  responsibilities  of  the 
county  assessor  in  connection  with  preferential  use 
assessments  and  the  calculation  of  roll-back  taxes; 
provides,  in  the  case  of  separation  or  split-off  for 
another  use  of  a  part  of  preferentially  assessed  land, 
for  the  assessment  of  roll-back  taxes  against  the 
separated  land  and  the  entire  parcel  from  which  the  land 
was  separated;  outlines  circumstances  under  which  the 
owner  of  property  subject  to  a  preferential  tax  assessment 
may  transfer  land  covered  by  the  preferential  assessment; 
provides  for  the  assessment  of  roll-back  taxes  against 
any  property  designated  for  special  assessment  which  is 
converted  to  other  use,  based  on  the  difference  between 
the  taxes  payable  under  the  special  valuation  and  the 
taxes  which  would  have  been  payable  had  the  land  been 
taxed  as  other  land  in  the  taxing  district,  for  the 
number  of  years  of  preferential  assessment  up  to  seven, 
plus  six  per  cent  interest  on  each  year*s  roll-back  tax; 
provides  for  the  collection  of  roll-back  taxes  and  of 
delinquent  roll-back  taxes;  provides  for  the  right  of 
appeal  for  the  owner  of  a  property  upon  which  a  prefer¬ 
ential  assessment  is  sought  and  for  the  political  sub¬ 
division  in  which  the  property  is  located;  authorizes, 
at  the  landowner 1 s  option,  renegotiation  of  open  space 
agreements  made  under  1965  P.L.  1292,  No.  515,  which 
enables  certain  counties  to  covenant  with  land  owners 
for  preservation  of  land  in  farm,  forest,  water  supply 
or  open  space  uses,  in  order  to  make  such  agreements 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  requires  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  administration  of  the  Act.

Changes  jurisdiction  from  the  Commonwealth  Court 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  where  the 
local  government  is  located  in  all  cases  where  court 
authorization  is  required  for  the  funding  of  unfunded 
debt.

d.  Municipal  Investments 
Cities  -  F.irst  and  Second  Class 
A  new  Act, 

Authorizes  the  city  treasurer  of  cities  of  the 
first  class  and  second  class  to  invest  and  reinvest 
moneys  of  the  General  Fund  and  other  funds  in  commercial 
paper  within  specified  limitations  and  restrictions; 
makes  such  authorization  in  addition  to  existing 
investment  powers.

Removes  the  requirement  that  the  revival  of  liens 
during  every  five-year  period  be  through  issuance  of  a 
writ  of  $cire  facias  and  to  authorize  the  revival  of 
liens  by  issuance  of  a  writ  of  revival,  or  the  filing 
of  a  suggestion  of  nonpayment  and  an  averment  of  default.

Senior  Citizens  Property  Tax  Assistance 

Amends  the  title  and  Sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  8  of 
the  Senior  Citizens  Property  Tax  Assistance  Act,  1971 
P.L.  104,  No.  3;  repeals  Section  11;  adds  Section  11.1, 

11.2  and  11.3. 

Allows  assistance  to  renters  under  the  same  provi¬ 
sions  and  schedules  of  assistance  applicable  to  property 
owners;  defines  "rent  assistance  in  lieu  of  property 
taxes"  as  20  per  cent  of  the  gross  amount  actually  paid 
in  any  calendar  year  to  a  landlord  in  connection  with 
the  occupancy  of  a  homestead  by  a  claimant,  irrespective 
of  whether  such  amount  constitutes  payment  solely  for 
the  right  of  occupancy  or  otherwise;  prohibits  claims 
by  a  tenant  of  an  owner  of  tax-exempt  real  property  and 
provides  that  a  claimant  who  is  a  renter  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  assistance  during  those  months  in  which  he 
receives  public  assistance;  includes  widowers,  as  well 
as  widows,  who  are  50  years  of  age  or  older  as  eligible 
claimants;  excludes  from  the  meaning  of  the  term  "income" 
the  first  $5,000  of  the  total  of  life  insurance  death 
benefit  payments;  redefines  "household  income"  for  the 
calendar  year  1973  and  thereafter  to  include  only  income 
received  by  the  claimant  and  his  spouse;  redefines 
"homestead"  to  remove  the  two-acre  limitation  on  the  land 
surrounding  a  dwelling;  provides  a  new  schedule  of  payments 
for  property  tax  assistance  or  rent  assistance  in  lieu  of 
property  taxes  for  calendar  year  1973  and  thereafter; 
changes  the  date  for  filing  of  claims  from  within  120  days 
of  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  taxes  or  rent 
were  payable  to  on  or  before  June  30  succeeding  the  end  of 
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Act  124 
1974 


the  calendar  year  in  which  the  taxes  or  rent  were  payable.; 
authorizes  widowers  and  renters  requesting  assistance  to 
file  their  first  claim  no  later  than  six  months  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  Act;  changes  the  earliest  time  for 
reimbursement  on  claims  from  65  days  after  the  final  day 
for  filing  claims  to  September  15  of  the  same  year  claims 
are  filed  (further  amended  by  Act  124  of  1974,  see  below) ; 
includes  a  requirement  that  the  rent  or  taxes  have  been 
paid  when  the  claim  is  filed;  removes  the  $60,000,000 
annual  limitation  on  the  amount  allocated  for  payment  of 
claims,  provides  for  the  payment  of  administrative  expenses 
and  approved  claims  from  the  State  Lottery  Fund,  and 
provides  that  if  the  total  of  expenses  and  claims  exceeds 
the  amount  in  the  Fund  in  any  one  year,  all  claims  will  be 
proportionately  reduced;  repeals  Section  11,  providing 
for  appeals,  and  adds  Sections  11.1,  11.2  and  11.3  to 
authorize  a  claimant  to  file  a  petition  for  redetermination, 
to  require  the  Department  of  Revenue  to  hold  any  necessary 
hearings  concerning  the  redetermination,  to  provide  for  a 
review  of  the  redetermination  action  by  the  Board  of 
Finance  and  Revenue  and  to  authorize  the  claimant  to  appeal 
the  decision  of  the  Board  to  the  Commonwealth  Court.
